Mission Dedicates Building 


Dedication services March 
marked the realization of a dream 


and the completion of a beautiful new 


church for Lone Star Mission, Coving- 
ton- County. 


Rev. Thomas Hall of Afijite, La., 
who was instrumental in organizing 
the mission, delivered the dedication 
message to a capacity audien¢e. 


The new brick structure has a seat- 
ing capacity of -160 in the auditorium, 
eight rooms for classes and office, 
a baptistry and utility rooms. 

In December of 1962, Rev. Thomas 
Hall ingpired with the idea of estab- 
lishing a mission in the Lone Star 
area, led Seminary Baptist Church to 
form a missionary committee to study 


. the possibility. First services were 


held Feb. 17, 1963. 


Arrangements were made to meet 
in the Lone Star school gymnasium, 
long since abandoned by classes. 

Mr. Hall was pastoring Seminary 
Church at that time, and took 15 or 20 
of his 6wn congregation, a pulpit and 
church furniture to hold services at 2 
p. m. on Sundays. Bob Pritchett, a 
member of Seminary Church, trans- 
ported the church piano each week to 
the mission. 


At first, the response was often dis- 


appointingly small, but the de- 
termined tittie band continued to meet 


in the old gymnasium. 


With eight members and an aver- 
age attendance of approximately 25 
persons, the mission received its first 
and present pastor, Rev. M. L. Faler. 
He came onthe promise of $10 per 
week for gasoline allowance. 


Faler recalled the cold of the mis- 
building being so intense that he 
preached in overcoat and gloves, 
standing out on the gymnasium floor, 
where he had once played basketball, 
with the congregation seated on the 
bleachers. 


On May 3, 1964 a Sunday School 
was organized. By the end of the 
church year, the enrollment had 
grown. to 40. . 


With the assistance of the Coving- 
ton Co. Baptist Association, loca! 
churches, individual donors and a 
bank loan, the gymnasium building 
was purchased, along with several

Mr. -Faler, assisted by mission 
members and a few members of oth- 
er Baptist churches in Covington 
County, sectioned off and enclosed an 
auditorium in one side of the building 
and boxed in Sunday school rooms in 
the dressing area. A good number of- 
pews were donated by. Woolmarket

church of Mrs. Faler. 


In October of 1964, the Covington 
County Baptist Association voted to 
give all receipts over the association 
budget above $100 to the mission. 

The first Vacation Bible School was 
conducted in 1965 with an enrollment 
of 33 boys and girls and resulted in 12 
professions of faith. ’ 

Lone Star Mission has progressed 
to a present total of 71 members en- 
rolled. The mission was especially 
honored when the Training Union di- 
rector was presented the ‘Efficiency 
Banner’’ at M-Night in Mt. Olive. 

Services were held from the new 
church for the first time March 8th 
with 64 attending Sunday school and 
#5 at Training Union. 

The building program was planned 
and the initial stages of financing 
have been underwritten by Seminary 
Baptist Church, with many others 
pledging assistance. 

Rev. Bob Mounts, who succeeded 
Hall was pastor of Seminary Church, 
offered much assistance in effecting 
the church plans. He has cooperated 
fully with the Mission Committee,

It -was only a few hundred yards 
from the little Nigerian village back 
down to the river, where a boat.wait- 
ed to return him to the Baptist hospi- 
tal. But it was one of the “longest” 
walks that Dr. Timothy Pennell aed 
ever taken. 

“Every step of the way I kept think- 
ing that it might be- six days, six 
months, or six years before, another 
doctor could visit these people.’’ he 
told some 90 persons attending the 
Middle Atlantic Medical Missions 
Conference in Richmond, Va. 

Dr: Pennell, assosciate professor of 
surgery at the Bowman Gray School 
of Medicine of Wake Forest Univer- 
sity, Winston-Salem, N..C., spent last 
summer lecturing and working ih 
Baptist hospitals in Africa and the 
Middle East. He came back burdened 
with the tremendous. need for more . 
doctors, nurses, and other medical 
personnel to strengthen Southern Bap- 
tists’ medical ministry overseas, and 
he shared his concern with the young 


_people attending the March 1415 


meeting at Foreign Mission Board 
headquarters in Richmond. 

‘‘We love to talk about our 11 mil- 
lion Southern Baptists,’ he said. ‘‘Yet 
in. Kontagora, Nigeria, in the heart of 
Muslim territory, our hospital had to 
be closed because we didn’t have the ’ 
people to keep it open." 

Dr. Pennell praised the quality of 
work being done by the denomina- 
tion’s medical missionaries in the 


countries he visited, but he said that — 


many of these people are overworked 
—with some on duty seven days a 


week and on call 24 hours a day.

The Bible is an inspired revelation 
of truth. This assumption, which 
ited on abundant evidence, should be 
kept in mind.

The merging of 
the divine and hu- 
man aspects is a part 
of its uniqueness and 
the explanation of 
many of‘its charac- 
teristics. Improved resources for bib- 
lical study and the hard work of many 
‘dedicated scholars during the past 
generation have contributed much to 
our better understanding of both the 
divitié‘and human elements in the 
Scriptures, 
The Lesson: Explained 

A Writer’s Research (Luke 1:}-4) 

These verses tell us why and, in 
part, how the Gospel of Luke came to 
be written. Luke — missionary com- 
panion of Paul, a physician, a Gentile, 
a gifted writer — was impressed With 
serious purpose to write an account 
of Jesus’ life; How would he proceed? 
He surely sought God's guidance and 
help. But he also engaged in- careful 
and exhaustive research, reading all 
the written accounts he could find (he 
certainly read and used Mark’s Gos- 
pel); conversing with many per- 
sons, including eyewitnesses of Jesus’ 
earthly ministry, Mary, Jesus’ moth- 
er, very likely being one’ of them; 
visiting Warareth almost certainly 
and other scenes of Jesus’ earthly 
life; recalling all that he had learn- 
ed from the apostle Paul; and sifting 
all his facts with a view to writing 
an orderly account, not chronological, 
that would help Theophilus, L uk e’s 
friend, to have assurance about 
Christ. 

Luke was willing to pay the price 
of painstaking research and hard and 
tedious work to write an account, his- 
terically accurate and spiritually pur- 
poseful, about his Lord. He put spe- 
cial emphasis on Jesus’ compassion 
for the poor and destitute, his o ut - 
reach of love toward people of all 
classes, including publicans and sin- 
ners, and his sense of mission to give 
his life for the. redemption of the 
world. To a smaller or larger degree, 
Luke illustrates other holy men of 
God who were chosen to be writers 


The apostle Paul was another of the 
persons chosen and equipped by God 
to be a writer of Bible books. Even 
so, Paul was intensely human, an 
“earthen” vessel for God's treasure. 
In writing to the Corinthians, P a ui 


ans shale, Paul declared that 
he was taught by the Holy Spirit, that 
he was not dependent on human 
wisdom, and that the gospel can be 
understood only by persons given 
discernment by the Spirit of God. 
Inspiration By The Spirit (2 Tim. 
3:14:16; 2 Peter 1:20-21) 

Both these passages declare the di-

In 
the first one, however, Paul stresses 
chiefly -the truth that the Scriptures 
have redemptive purpose and sancti- 
fying power.

A kno w- 
ledge ‘of the Scriptures would make 
one wise unto salvation through faith 
in Christ. Further, the Scriptures are

Thé’ passage from 2 Peter declares 
that one is dependent on the help of 
the Spirit to interpret the Scrip- 
tures aright, just as the inspiration 
for men to write the Scriptures came 
from the Holy Spirit.

Rather, this writer thinks 
of inspiration in terms of the activity 
of God's Spirit in bringing. the Scrip- 
tures’ into being, using many writers 
and many editors and many copyists, 
quickening the minds and hearts of 
men to hear. and to understand the 
word of God, guiding them both 
naturally and supernaturally, and 
giving through them a revelation of 
truth which is authoritative for all 
matters of faith and practice. Nothing 
short of divine inspiration can explain 
the Bible.
